5 they quite translorm the little temple gardens, making 
; them gay with blossoms, although very often the blooms 
1 aie not so numerous as they might be, the Japanese 
„ trimming the bushes to keep them in a prescribed shape, 
; and in doing so sacrificing the buds. But there are many 
) places where the azaleas are left in a wild state, to fill the 
5 air with their delicious fragrance. 
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
